seeding said solution with crystals of saia\citalopram salt; 
holding said solution at said second temperature for a predetermined period of 



time; 



cooling said solution to a third temperature that i^lower than said second 
temperature to form citalopram crystals having a median particle si^e of at least 40|im; 
isolating said crystals from said solution; and 

directly compressing a predetermined quantity of crystal^ into a tablet. 
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
